THE SHORT WAY HOME 

Of all the duties incumbent on a Christian, prayer is undoubtedly one 
of the most pressing as well as one of the most fruitful. Prayer is to the 
soul very much what food is to the body. 

Prayer can be hard worse. Sometimes it is harder than digging a ditch 
or scrubbing a floor. Distractions crowd through the mind and the imagi¬ 
nation, like ants over an ant hill. Long prayers take time and concentra¬ 
tion. However, God is good to us inasmuch as He gives us the short way 
home. With it He gives a solemn promise because He is God and because 
it is among the last things He had to say before going out to die for us: 

“IF YOU ASK THE FATHER ANYTHING IN MY NAME, HE WILL 
GIVE IT TO YOU.” 

The Holy Name is a complete prayer, a perfect and easy prayer. In a 
split second we can say the word “JESUS.” When we say the Name 
fervently to ourselves, we can unite ourselves with all the members of 
the Mystical Body of Christ throughout the world in a fitting barrage of 
prayers. The Holy Name is powerful in getting rid of temptations, and 
also in bringing about extraordinary events. Saints Peter and John used 
it to help cure a crippled beggar: 

“SILVER AND GOLD I HAVE NONE, BUT WHAT 1 HAVE, I GIVE 
YOU. IN THE NAME OF JESUS CHRIST OF NAZARETH. ARISE AND 
WALK.” 

Saint Gregory’ of Tours tells us when he was a boy his father became 
seriously ill and the family thought he was going to die. Gregory wrote 
the Name of Jesus on a card and placed it under his father’s pillow. To the 
joy of the family, his father recovered his health. Such is the power of the 
Name of Jesus, which is a steady reminder of God’s love for us, His Incar¬ 
nation. Passion and Death. On the other hand, though, many of us some¬ 
times negligently fail by using or invoking Our Lord’s Name for rather 
profane reasons, and this by way of bad habit usually. 

It is always a good policy to follow sound and practical advice. We have 
this in the words of Our Lord and St. Paul. 

“IF YOU ASK THE FATHER ANYTHING IN MY NAME. HE WILL 

GIVE IT TO YOU.” 

“BE YE DOERS OF THE WORD AND NOT HEARERS ONLY

Why Go Up For A Rate? 


Why go up for rate? Unfortunately this question comes up aroun* 
examination time every year. Those who require an answer are asked ti 
consider some of the purposes and what is expected of those who com 
pete for the “crow.” 

1. “The obligation to assume more responsibility.” The CO, in recori 
mending a man for rate, indicates the man has performed in a satisfacto. 
manner in his present pay grade. +- 
completed necessary requirements 


for advancement, and demonstrated 
he should be nominated. Those who 
do compete respect this nomination 
and they assume the obligations 
that go with it. 

2. “Better Pay.” Could you use 
an extra $432 a year or more (de¬ 
pending on marital status—BAQ)? 
Increases in pay come with in¬ 
creases in rate; this compensation 
is based on increased responsibility 
assumed with the higher grade. 


3. “More liberty and R.H.I.P. 
(Rate has its privileges).” Need we 
explain? 


4. “Schools.” Many schools re¬ 
quire students to be in Pay Grade 
E-4 or E-5—such as Medical Admin¬ 
istrative Technique, Advanced Hos¬ 
pital Corps School (‘B’ School) and 
Submarine Medicine, to name a 
few. Earning the rate offers you an 
opportunity to apply for these ad¬ 
vanced schools. 


5. “Prestige.” Ever notice a new 
P03 or P02? His shoulders are 
pulled back a little farther and 
there is pride in his step. Every 
person should strive to do better, to 
succeed, and to prove himself capa¬ 
ble of performing with the confi¬ 
dence that others have in him. 


Yes, these are some of the rea¬ 
sons your shipmates will compete 
for rate this February! For those 
of you who do, Congratulations! You 
are proving that Navy men have a 
strong sense of pride, personal 
moral responsibility, personal lead¬ 
ership, and the realization that 
strength in the Navy lies in the ad¬ 
vancement of those who are willing 
to assume these obligations. 


A word for the “Excuse Makers.” 
(Don’t have time, rate doesn't mean 
anything. I’m getting out, won’t 
make any rates anvwav, etc.) YOU 
ARE FOOLING YOURSELF!!! Re¬ 
examine your motives. Perhaps you 
are shirking. Your shipmates and 
your country have every right to 
expect you to assume responsible 
attitudes and actions!'

EM ComRats Rate 
Upped to $1.09 

Commuted rations went up four 
cents on 1 January for stateside per¬ 
sonnel, while the rations rate over¬ 
seas remains the same. 

The new rate will be $1.09. The 
high rate for stateside rations was 
determined because of an increase 
in beef use and higher transporta¬ 
tion costs. Commuted rations rates 
are based on cost of meals served 
in dining halls. 

The old stateside rate of $1.05 and 
present overseas rate of $1.13 went 
into effect 1 January 1964. 

A study is conducted annually at 
the time of the Defense Depart¬ 
ment’s budget review to determine 
the commuted rations rate.

Whatever it is that motivates 
Ambrose to spend all his free time 
helping others, it has earned him 
several official citations and the af¬ 
fection of the Vietnamese people. 

Ambrose’s one-man people-to-peo- 
ple program involved hundreds of 
projects, large and small, mostly de¬ 
voted to boosting morale of wound¬ 
ed Vietnamese soldiers and their 
families. He channeled surplus 
equipment and materials destined 
for the scrap heap into recreation, 
sanitation, and food preparation 
facilities at Vietnamese military 
hospitals and bases. 

According to the SAIGON POST. 
Ambrose showed up at the Vietna¬ 
mese hospitals with two Navy buses 
every Sunday to pick up patients for 
a drive to the zoological park for a 
picnic. There were hot dogs and soft 
drinks for everyone — frequently 
purchased at his own expense. He 
passed out sandwiches and hot soup 
to paratroopers waiting to be air¬ 
lifted into battle. On the stickiest 
days he distributed talcum powder 
to hospital patients. (He had writ¬ 
ten the Mennen Company and it re¬ 
sponded with 5,000 cans). 

Aided by friends in Vietnamese 
relief and medical services, he ar¬ 
ranged corrective operations for 
crippled children he saw on the 


streets — or provided crutches'or 
carts for them. 

For these services Ambrose re 
ceived the Vietnamese Honor Medal 
No. 2—highest non-combat award 
given by the Vietnamese govern 
ment. The Vietnamese Army’s Third 
Parachute Battalion gave him a 
plaque “in memory of a good friend 
ship and with faithful love fromthf 
officers, NCOs and enlisted men' 
He was cited by the Vietnam Min 
istry of Health for his cooperation 
and assistance in the 1964 choler* 
epidemic. Newspapers referred t> 
him as “Ambassador Ambrose.'. 

Asked if he saw Bob Hope durin 
his Christmas visit to Saigon, Am 
brose quipped, “Sure did. 1 boosted 
his morale by serving him a big 
piece of watermelon.” 

His contributions to Vietnam ar i 
not Ambrose’s first adventure i 
philanthropy. While on duty 
Hunter's Point in 1954, he leaniet 
of a young Filipino veteran suffe# 
ing from a fatal illness. With tw 
help of a San Francisco newspap# 
he raised funds to bring the j# 
tient's wife to Fort Miley and latef 
to send them home. Among h* 
prized possessions .is the lettei of ap* 
preciation he received at that U 
from President Ramon MagsaysR' 
of the Philippines. . ^

SeabeeWounded in Vietnam 
Receives The Purple Heart 

* Richard L. Bowers, Construction Mechanic Third Class, who arrived 
», at Oak Knoll last July after being wounded by sniper fire in Vietnam, 
received the Purple Heart last Friday before members of the crew as- 
.embled for personnel inspection. Admiral Cokely made the presentation. 
Bowers, believed to be the first Seabee to receive the Purple Heart for 
' wounds incurred in Vietnam, had been there just four months when he 
; was hit. His outfit—Seabee Technical Assistance Team 0904, a detach¬ 
ment of Mobile Construction Battalion Nine — was building a road. 

♦He was driving a front-end loader 
in a gravel pit when the Viet Cong 
opened fire. 

A piece of shrapnel from a 9mm 
automatic weapon entered the 24- 
year-old Seabee’s right cheek, shat¬ 
tered his jaw, knocked out four 
teeth, passed through his neck, and 
lodged in his chest, miraculously 
missing major nerves and arteries. 
A bullet passed through Bowers’ 
liver and nicked a kidney. Another 
shattered his right wrist. 

A heroic Seabee Chief (William 
Corzette of Chillicothe, Mo.) direct¬ 
ed Bowers to get under his loader 
and stay there. He ordered the third 
man of their team to take cover ir. 
his dump truck. Then in the face 
of machine gun fire from six to ten 
Viet Cong, the Chief returned the 
fire and was instrumental in break¬ 
ing up the ambush. 

LTJG A. N. Olsen, USN, Officer 
in Charge of the detachment, who 
came up from Port Hueneme to be 
with Bowers for the Purple Heart 
presentation, has recommended 
Chief Corzette for a medal for hero¬ 
ism. 

The time at Oak Knoll has not 
passed as slowly as it might have 
for the young Seabee. Between sur¬ 
gical procedures he has been able 
to leave the hospital, and on 29 
November he exchanged marriage 
vows in Reno with Miss Betty Parks 
of Concord. They had met a year 
before Bowers was ordered over¬ 
seas while he was visiting relatives 
in Coneord. 

* I’m lucky,” Bowers said. He 
couldn’t say much more. His jaws 
are wired together to aid healing 
of a bone graft.

Sign Up Now 
For College 
GED Exams 

The College General Educational 
Development Test (GED) is similar 
to the high school test discussed re¬ 
cently in this column. Both measure 
the extent to which a student has 
progressed in his educational de¬ 
velopment. 

The College GED Test specifically 
measures the extent to which a stu¬ 
dent has progressed toward the 
equivalent of a college freshman 
level education. This level may have 
been reached through completion 
of correspondence courses or gained 
by appropriate experience. 

The College GED test consists of 
a battery of four tests: (1) Correct¬ 
ness of expression. (2) Interpreta¬ 
tion of reading materials in social 
studies. (3) Interpretation of read¬ 
ing materials, and (4) Interpreta¬ 
tion of literary materials. Results 1 
obtained on the college level GED 
test are reported in terms of stand¬ 
ard scores with each requiring a 
specific passing score. 

Let us consider how this test 
might benefit you. Many persons in¬ 
dicate they plan to get out of the 
service and go to college. The col¬ 
lege GED is an excellent evaluation 
of weaknesses and strengths in cer¬ 
tain subjects which indicate the 
subjects you should take through 
USAFI or extension courses to pre¬ 
pare yourself for college work. It 
assists in proper placement by the 
colleges and also provides the mili¬ 
tary with evidence or education at¬ 
tained. (Prospective NavCad cand¬ 
idates can use it to meet certain 
prerequisites of this program.) It is 
the prerogative of the college con¬ 
cerned whether credits may be 
awarded for satisfactory completion 
of any or all tests in the battery. 

This testing program is another 
benefit offered by USAFI to help 
you in your quest for knowledge and , 
education.

What Is A 

A technician is defined as one who 
is skilled in the technical details of 
a trade, profession or subject—a 
technical expert. 

The Medical Department of the 
Navy, similar to civilian medical in¬ 
stitutions, require many well- 
trained technicians in such depart¬ 
ments as X-ray, Laboratory. Neuro¬ 
psychiatry and the Operating Room, 
to mention only a few. 

The selection of the best qualified, 
well motivated candidates—prefer¬ 
ably volunteers—is a primary fac¬ 
tor in meeting the large require¬ 
ment for technicians needed in the 
Medical Department. 

A special request chit, through 
the chain of command, is usually the 
first step toward becoming a techni¬ 
cian. Tn order to maintain the high 
quality of technicians, each request 
is screened and the candidate inter¬ 
viewed to ascertain if he meets the 
reqirements set forth by the manag¬ 
ing bureau. 

Step two is a letter to the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgerv requesting 
your choice of a school.This step is 
accomplished with the help of the 
Personnel Officer. Here it should be 
mentioned that an extension of obli¬ 
gated service may be necessary 7 — 
the length of extension being deter¬ 
mined by the type of school and 
length of course. 

Slep three is the receipt of orders; 
then you are on your way to higher 
education and learning a new skill.

' Service career. 
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I was reading the “Chronicle” not long ago when I came across a story 
of a man who had suddenly lost his reason. The whole tale was pitiful 
enough, but the one sentence that struck me most vividly was the state¬ 
ment that the man had to be confined “in order to protect him from him¬ 
self.” The police who picked him up were afraid that he would hurt 
himself if he were not restrained. 

The experience of this man is not as uncommon as we might suppose, 
although it is undoubtedly extreme*"and dramatic. All of us inflict upon 
ourselves at one time or another wounds deeper and more dangerous than 
others could inflict upon us. We do this because we refuse to look our 
problems in the face. We will not admit the truth even to ourselves. We 
are unwilling to make an effo r t on our own, but always look for outside 
help. 

I recall a very likeable officer with whom I served whose problems 
were almost entirely of his own making. When he was sober he was one 
of the most intelligent, efficient officers on the ship. When he had been 
drinking he invariably became involved in the most fantastic, troublesome 
mix-ups imaginable. Naturally every officer on the ship tried to help him, 
to cover up for him. to protect him from himself. There came a time, 
however, when he could no longer be protected from himself, and finally 
he resigned “for the good of the sendee.” 

There are some things no one can do for us; we must do them our¬ 
selves. Our friends cannot control our appetites or our passions. They 
cannot curb our temper. They cannot force us to keep our word. We 
could like our fellow officer; we could talk over his problems; we could 
assure him of our friendship. But we could not resist his temptations; 
we could not control his temper; we could not think reasonably for him. 
Those things he must learn to do for himself. There came a time when 
we could no longer protect him from himself. 

In these days of “Santa Claus government” there is a very real danger 
that we face: the hope that someone else will take the responsibility for 
us. True, society owes something to every man, but the big debt is the 
one we owe ourselves.

Being Handled Here 

Data processing is a puzzling 
and miraculous method of hand¬ 
ling data — even to one who is 
convinced of its capabilities.

“electronic brain” but can also 
speak and understand its language. 

The UN I VAC 1004. one of sever¬ 
al data processing machines at 
Oak Knoll, can take a succession 
of new facts, apply them to a form¬ 
ula, and come up with more useful 
facts in some standard form. It 
can do bookkeeping and account¬ 
ing. It can solve simple or complex 
mathematical formulas — all at 
the order of a member of the staff. 

What’s more, the data proces¬ 
sing mat bines know YOU, for 
every patient and every military 
and civilian member of the staff 
is represented in the Data Proces¬ 
sing Division files. 

“We are currently handling 107 
different jobs regularly and small 
one - time jobs frequently,” said 
LTJG Loren W. Rice, MSC,USNR, 
chief of the division, which is lo¬ 
cated in Building 133. 

“Actually we wear two hats 
here,” Mr. Rice explained. “We 
serve internal components of the 
hospital, and we act as the Navy 
Medical Regional Data Center, 
serving medical departments of 14 
shore facilities and 54 ships in the 
Twelfth and Fourteenth Naval 
Districts.” 

Documents arrive almost con¬ 
tinuously at the Control Branch, 
where they are screened and 
counted. The key punch operator 
ti anslates the document into a few 
meaningful holes on a card; the 
key verifier checks it, and it’s 
ready to be fed into a series of 
data processing machines. 

“The key puncher makes 11,000 
key strokes an hour. Of course we 
have no control over human error 
but the chances of a key punch op¬ 
erator’s error getting past the key 
verifier who works with her are 
one u. several hundred thousand 
strokes, the division chief re- 
ported. 

1 he fir^t data processing ma- 
v lines were installed here in 1961.

At Data Processing, for exam

Data Processing personnel, with 
the aid of their machines, keep tab 
on drugs supplied to the Pharm¬ 
acy, which has its own deck of 
punch cards—one for every drug. 
The same type of service is pro¬ 
vided for CSR, the Laboratory, and 
Dental Service. 

The machines check the grocery 
list for Food Service and write 
civilian paychecks. They furnish 
bi-weekly reports to hospital budg¬ 
et managers, letting them know 
what charges have been made dur¬ 
ing this period and how much is 
left in the budget. 

Each job has a procedure book, 
prepared by the navy-trained sys¬ 
tems branch head. Laverne llein, 
who programs the machines and 
writes procedures to be followed 
in producing a report. 

Panels wired for a job are the 
“gray matter” for the mechanical 
brain. A panel may have as many 
as 2500 wires of different lengths 
and colors, each one conveying 
some instruction to the machine.

MATURE DECISIONS 

It has been said that it takes a hundred years to grow an oak tree 
but only seventy-five days to grow a squash. How long does it take 
for us to become mature and responsible individuals? 

Looking at this question from a religious point of view causes us 
to consider a remarkable fact of being human. Regardless of the cir¬ 
cumstances of our past, we can change. There are those who have had 
unfortunate backgrounds.

Radioisotope's New Photoscanner 
Maps" Organs—Three Ways

The Radioisotope Laboratory 
has acquired a photoscanner—the 
new' Picker Magnascanner III — 
to help detect tumors. 

With this new equipment, the 
department’s services can he ex¬ 
panded to produce photographic 
“maps” in color of organs such as 
the brain and liver in addition to 
the thyroid scans which have been 
available in the past. This is made 
possible by administering radio¬ 
isotope materials, which are se¬ 
lectively localized in these organs. 
The distribution of radioactivity 
is also mapped by turn other sys¬ 
tems, one of which is a dot scan 


produced mechanically exactly as 
in the old unit. The second is the 
production of a photograph of the 
organ produced by exposing film 
to a tiny dot of light. The density 
of either the dots or of the light 
spots is in proportion to the 
amount of radioactivity present. 

A unique feature of the new 
unit is the multicolor printout sys¬ 
tem. which maps the radioactivity 
in different colors. 

It is through evaluation ot these 
three records—light, dot. and col¬ 
or printout — that doctors obtain 
the maximum amount of informa¬ 
tion concerning the patient.

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North of San Francisco, by about 30 miles; a finger of lan^ projects 
out from the coast line of California to form the histoi <al Drake’s Bay. 
On the point of this strip of land there is majestically standing, nearly 
300 feet above the pounding sea, the Point Reyes Light Station. The 
history of this light station shows that this same tower has stood there 
for 94 years casting its beam 24 miles to sea. Many a seafarer has seen 
that beam and been warned of the treacherous shore below and has 
been guided around the danger. 

Reflecting upon the sublimity of the service rendered by this light 
station, I thought of the words of tfie Master: “1 am the Light;” and 
again: “You are the light.” He stands as the beacon light of God, to 
guide men through the dangers and treachery of the sea of Life, and to 
bring them into the safety of the sunny harbor of God’s love. Yet, just 
as the seafarers can miss the signal from Point Reyes, so can men fail 
to see the beam from that Divine Beacon, if they do not look for it. 

As He is the Light, so are His followers the light. They become the 
“channel markers” indicating the entrance unto the harbor of God’s 
love. To each one the Master has given the command: “See to it that 
your light shines.” 

This stanza from an old hymn tells the story best: 

“Brightly beams our Father’s mercy, from His lighthouse 
evermore; 

But to us He gives the keeping of the lights along the 
shore.” 

Whole-hearted good-will is the most characteristic quality of the 
Master’s Light, which is reflected through His followers. He who mani¬ 
fests this quality is the best argument for Christianity on earth. Some¬ 
thing like this must have been Daniel Webster’s meaning when he said 
that the strongest argument for religion that he knew was an old aunt 
of his who lived in the New Hampshire hills. 

How brightly does your light shine? What is your “candle power ? 
Is anyone likely to look at your life as a great reason for believing

Your 
USAFI courses are graded by col¬ 
lege instructors and also increase 
your reference material. Officers’ 
correspondence courses — Navy 
Regulations. Naval Orientation, 
etc.—are also available to qualified 
enlisted personnel. Don’t forget 
out-service training (night school) 
and tuition aid programs. Fre¬ 
quent referrals and study of this 
material will make the last minute 
cramming before the advancement 
tests a review of the subject and 
not an introduction to new ma¬ 
terial. 

The Demonstration of Ability: 

Described as showing others what 
you can do and what you are. It 
would not be enough to advance a 
man on theoretical knowledge 
alone if his work requires the 
demonstration of a manual skill or 
the exercise of leadership ability. 
All the requirements must be eval¬ 
uated and again a continual dis¬ 
play of neatness, hard work, loyal¬ 
ty and devotion to duty are the 
assets which propel a man along 
the “normal path.” 

The “normal path” is readily 
accessible to those who work, 
study and prepare for it. Whether 
working from HA to MSC. or HA to 
HMCM, start now, it will pay later. 
For further counseling, visit your 
Education and Training Officer 
in Bldg. 25A or call for an appoint¬ 
ment, Ext. 277. 

The “normal path of advance¬ 
ment” appears to be a rather sim¬ 
ple procedure when viewed as a 
symbol—HA throegn HMCM then 
to MSC as a commissioned officer 
However, a little explanation into 
the means necessary to proceed up 
the “normal path” will show that 
one of the most rapid means 
of transportation is preparedness 
through study andl demonstration 
of ability. 

We often talk of preparing for 
an exam or test, usually about one 
month prior to the deadline. But is 
this really preparing or is it just 
cramming in an attempt to get by 
this one time?

LT Shultz Earns Bronze Star for 
Meritorious Service in Vietnam 


LT Richard R., Shultz, MC, 
» USN, has received the Bronze 
111 i i Star Medal for meritorious 

achievement in Vietnam. The 
- hedal ahd accompanying citation 
‘(were presented by Admiral Cokely 
'* 'during personnel inspection last 
. Saturday morning. 
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The 31-year-old doctor’s decora¬ 
tion is for service during the per¬ 
iod from 12 October 1963 to 1 
July 1964, while he was attached 
to the Station Hospital, Headquar¬ 
ters Support Activity, Saigon. 

The citation, signed by Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy Paul H. Nitze, 
states that “in addition to his 
regularly-assigned duties, Doctor 
Shultz, in his olT-duty time, % car- 
ried out a program of medical 
assistance to men of the Vietna¬ 
mese Navy Coastal Forces and 
•heir dependents. He visited Junk 
Division bases in remote and in 
many cases Viet Cong infested 
areas to provide what was often 
the first professional medical 
treatment ever received by the 
paramilitary junk crewmen and 
their families. 

“Although exposed to enemy 
gunfire on several occasions, he 


continued to carry out his mis¬ 
sions, winning the admiration and 
respect of the Vietnamese by his 
courageous conduct under fire. 
During his tour of duty. Lieuten¬ 
ant Shultz provided sorely-needed 
medical assistance to more than 
3500 persons and initiated a pro¬ 
gram of regular medical visits to 
remote Junk Division bases that 
has been continued by the Viet¬ 
namese Navy,” according to Secre¬ 
tary Nitze’s letter. 

Doctor Shultz reported to Oak 
Knoll from Vietnam last July 
and is now in his second year of 
residency training in internal 
medicine. 

The Bronze Star medal wearer 
is from Bayonne, N. J. He earned 
his AB from St. Peter’s College, 
Jersey City, N. J. and his MD 
from Seton Hall College of Medi¬ 
cine in the same city. He has been 
on active duty since 1962.

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THt LAW OF OUR LORD 

Hebrews 2:3, “How shall we escape, if we neglect so great salvation?” 

The answer to Paul’s question in the Epistle to the Hebrews is, we 
shall not escape. There is no one that shall escape the consequences of 
neglect. No one escapes the penalty of doing wrong nor the failure to do 
right. We cannot avoid suffering the consequences of what we do or 
fail to do. 

If we do not use our minds, we lose the ability to think or reason 
properly.

A man learns when he studies medicine, but he learns far more later 
as he pursues his practice, reads the medical journals and keeps up on 
the work of his fellows. If he neglects to continue his studies after 
graduation he will never become a distinguished physician. 

One learns a great deal in law school, but if he does not continue his 
search for knowledge through a lifetime of practice he will never 
amount to much as a lawyer. 

The only way to become skilled or proficient in anything is through 
practice. Anyone who is dedicated to his task and attains distinction 
is the one who works the hardest and puts the greatest effort into it. 

The soul’s welfare is the most important concern of us all. Our physi¬ 
cal lives are short and must come to an end, but the soul lives forever. 
We should not neglect to strive for the greatest possible development of 
our spiritual resources. As with anything that falls into disuse our 
spiritual lives also become stagnant and useless unless we put forth a 
<*reat effort to grow in depth in our spiritual lives.

The United States Armed Forc¬

Both high school 
and college level courses car¬ 
ry a ‘recommendation’ as to 
semester hours or credits as 
established by the American 
Council on Education for use 
as a guide by civilian institu¬ 
tions. 


After initial enrollment, addi¬ 
tional USAFI courses may be tak¬ 
en without further cost. It should 
be realized that if one is taking 
a course in anticipation of gaining 
credit from a civilian university, 
he should check first with that in¬ 
stitution to see if the course is 
acceptable. However, for review, 
preparation for commission, GED 
tests, etc., these courses offer a 
golden opportunity for advanc¬ 
ing yourself and furthering your 
career. 

The college and university cor¬ 
respondence courses differ. Al¬ 
though the application goes 
through USAFI, the grading of 
assignments and all subsequent 
correspondence is between the col¬ 
lege or university and you, the 
enrollee. These courses appear to 
be a very good investment, parti¬ 
cularly if one is planning to at¬ 
tend the university issuing the 
course. Costs vary, but are con 
siderably lower than those offered 
to the civilian populace. 

Your education and training of¬ 
fice has the information on all 
USAFI programs.

“POWER FOR PEACE,” the Armed Forces Day slogan for the past 
11 years, is the theme again for the 15 May 1965 observance. Open 
house for the civilian public will be the principal feature of the annual 
display of U. S. military' might. Exhibits, exercises, parades, maneuvers 
and demonstrations will be staged throughout the U. S. and overseas to 
give America and its allies a firsthand view of the strongest peacetime 
military organization in the history of the world .. . MONEY T — Workers 
earn it. Spend-thrifts burn it. Bankers lend it. Women spend it. Forgers 
fake it, Taxes take it. Dying leave it, Heirs receive it. Thrifty save it, 
Misers crave it, Robbers seize it. Rich increase it. Gamblers lose it . . . 
and 1 could use it! . . . QUOTABLE QUOTES—“Navy officials feel that 
three factors are largely responsible for the drop in reenlistment. Two 
of them—pay scales that have lagged behind civilian and civil service 
rates, and a shortage of adequate housing for married servicemen on 
or near bases—apply to all the armed forces. The third reason is peculiar 
to the Navy. Formerly, Navymen could expect to be at homeport and 
with their families about six months of the year.

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GOOD - but not - SUFFICIENT 

The Story of Christ’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem the Sunday be¬ 
fore His death is worthy of our meditation. The narrative tells how the 
people were aroused to a high pitch of enthusiasm, how they cut down 
the palm branches and strewed them with their garments along the way, 
and how they sang joyous hosannas. The people were undoubtedly sin¬ 
cere in their welcome to Jesus. But it is evident that it was their emotion 
and not their hearts and souls that urged them to receive Him with such 
outward ceremony. 

All of them had at some time or other seen Jesus going about doing 
good, performing miracles and acts of charity for them and their neigh¬ 
bors. They knew that He was a good, kind, and sincere person. They 
were carried away by His greatness and goodness. They were swept 
along by the crowd as they cast the palms in His path, along the way to 
their city. But while their lips and emotions praised God, they did not 
realize that their minds and hearts were unprepared for the great test 
to come. His enemies would shout for His life: “CRUCIFY HIM.” Little 
did they know that these cries of the enemy would scatter the flock into 
a panic, ignoring the pleading of Jesus to remain with Him. 

So it is with us that we are often swept away by outward influences. 
Our hearts overflow with gratitude to God. We are proud of our Faith. 
We offer praise and thanks to God. This is all very good, but it is 
not sufficient. It is very easy to become enthusiastic at a public dem¬ 
onstration of faith among the crowd, but it takes courage and bravery 
to admit one’s faith and love of God privately. It demands firm faith to 
be attentive to one’s prayers, to obey the Commandments, to attend 
services or Mass on Sundays, and not just when we wish, or when palm 
branches are given to us. If Jesus Christ is wonderful enough, say to be 
adored on Palm Sunday, Good Friday or Easter Sunday, then He is 
good enough to be praised and obeyed daily and worshipped every Sun¬ 
day because He is God. If one disregards prayer, sacrifice, penance, 
law, etc., then forget the palms. It will do one little good, to say the 
least. It is a terrifying question to ask but “Would we be ready to die 
for the Faith, when very often by neglect, we do not profess our faith 
in God?” Christ was most generous. We must be careful not to desert 
Him or to be counted among His followers only when we receive gifts.

1908 it was thought of as far back 
as 1811, when Dr. William P. C. 
Barton, a young Navv surgeon 
who was to become the first (. hief 
of BuMed, was commissioned bv 
the SecNav to submit recom¬ 
mendations for “conducting hos¬ 
pitals and institutions for the 
sick.** 

Dr. Barton wrote: “The nurses, 
whose number should be propor¬ 
tionate to the extent of the hos¬ 
pital and number of patients 
. should be women of humane dis¬ 
position and tender manners, ac¬ 
tive and healthy, without vices of 
any description—and are to at¬ 
tend with fidelity and care upon 
all sick committed to their 
charge.’’ 

That was nine years before the 
birth of Florence Nightingale! 

The history of the Nurse Corps 
at Oak Knoll parallels that of the 
corps itself. From the nine who 
helped prepare for the commis¬ 
sioning on July 1, 1942, the nurs¬ 
ing stall grew steadily until the 
summer of 1945 when 460 nurses 
were required to care for the hos¬ 
pital’s 6.000 patients. There were 
at that time 11.086 on duty 
throughout the navy in contrast 
to the present 2.000. 

Today, with an average patient 
load of 650, the hosDital requires 
ibe services of 112 Navy and 30 
civilian nurses.

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It is interesting to observe that many of the conveniences which we 
take for granted in modern living were considered merely toys when 
they were first invented. Electricity was a plaything before it became a 
power The Leyden jar produced sparks that simulated lightning, and 
people were entertained by the display. One of the main attractions at 
some of the old side shows was the electrical machine which gave people 
a mild shock, a new sensation for most of them. No one dreamed that 
electricity would become a necessity, indeed, a way of life. 

When the horseless carriage was first invented it was considered a 
mere plaything for the idle rich, an expensive toy for the amusment of 
the village daredevils. No doubt our grandfathers shook their heads in 
wonder and dismay when they saw the first buggy moving without 
horses, and considered it only a passing fad. something for Barnum and 
Bailey’s Circus. How were they to know that the time would come when 
the life of a nation would depend upon the stream of motor vehicles 
crowding its highways? 

When Bell perfected the telephone it was thought a peculiarly fas¬ 
cinating toy, God’s gift to the village gossips, perhaps, but certain'y not 
to be taken seriously. The phonograph was fun, but of no practical use 
or permanent value. The radio was a new toy which kept people up all 
night trying to tune in a distant station fifty miles away. Very few could 
forsee that these toys would forge a chain of communications which 
would bind the world together. 

Many people look upon religion in the same way. It can be either a 
plaything or a power. We can use it as mere surface decoration for our 
lives, as a pleasant way to pass the time, as something to enjoy mildly 
or we can use it as a vital force for good in our daily living. 

Some people allow religous faith to remain a toy and never develop 
it into a real instrument of power in their lives. Yet it can be just that 
if it is handled intelligently Religion can be more than a toy, it can be¬ 
come a power in individual lives, in communities, and in the world. What 
is vour religion—a plaything or a power 9

May 8-16, Armed Forces Week, is an annual opportunity for the 
public to see its defense team in operation by attending parades, ex¬ 
hibits and open houses on military installations both in the United 
States and overseas. It gives all Americans an opportunity to see and 
learn more about their military forces. 

Although service members around the world will celebrate Armed 
Forces Week, their daily missions will continue. Some American serv¬ 
icemen in the Republic of Viet-Nam, for example, will probably spend 
Armed Forces Day accompanying a reconnaisance patrol or carrying 
out a flying mission.

During the Memorial Day weekend let us not forget those who have 
paid the supreme price in order that America could remain free. 
Those overzealous and perhaps misguided souls who now protest this 
country’s policies should not distract us as we pay tribute to our heroes. 
In a truly free land, such as America, they have their rights to protest, 
even while through their demonstrations, they condemn the concepls 
that have made possible the free society in which they protest. 

So long as freedom and principles of moral right guide this nation, 
evil will not prevail on this particular level. The Memorial Day services 
this weekend will pay tribute to many who died on the battlefields dur¬ 
ing the past year. They participated in the memorial services last year 
but this weekend they rest in sleep waiting for the coming of our Lord.

Add¬ 
ing extra points to your exam 
grade, more for a 4.0 job in per¬ 
formance plus the automatic gains 
of Total Active Service and Service 
in Pay Grade could easily put an 
end to the present left-out feeling. 
Finally, remember that your pres¬ 
ent advancement system is design¬ 
ed to select those “best qualified” 
on the basis of having the highest 
multiple standing within the limi¬ 
tations imposed by DOD. You were 
examined because you were quali¬ 
fied, not to qualify you. It’s now up 
to you to develop your potential 
toward that goal of being the best 
qualified.

Limited space does not permit 
tracing the history of the neigh¬ 
boring park, which ultimately be¬ 
came Knowland State Arboretum 
and Park and is operated by the 
Oakland Park Department through 
cooperation of the East Bay Bo¬ 
tanical and Zoological Society. 
However, it should be noted that 
the improvements now in progress 
are the realization of a dream of 
Mr. and Mrs. Sidney Snow, world 
travelers and students of natural 
history. 

As far back as 1926 they began 
a campaign to keep the area intact 
as a public park. Mr. Snow, for 
many years director of the park, 
lived to see the beginning of the 
modern zoo that shows promise of 
ultimately becoming one of the 
nation’s finest. 

Mrs. Snow is one of its most 
ardent boosters. Just as Oakland- 
ers are now watching the zoo grow, 
she watched Oak Knoll expand and 
welcomed many patients to the 
park for picnics and visits to the 
zoo during World War II and the 
Korean War.

essarily take care of the sick, 
though this often happens. But he 
always knows now, for in addition 
to his weeks in corps school, he 
attends regular classes in nursing 
procedures after he is assigned to* 
hospital duty. 

As in other medical installations 
throughout the Navy, the Oak 
Knoll hospitalman is a “jack of all 
trades.” He is a ward corpsman. He 
burps and bottlefceds babies, 
draws blood from volunteer don¬ 
ors, works in the clinics, assists 
doctors in surgery. He x-rays ailing 
organs, puts broken bones in casts, 
examines tissue specimens in the 
lab, aids in research projects, does 
electrocardiograms, treats psychi¬ 
atric patients. He is concerned 
with food and finance, does medi¬ 
cal photography, keeps records, 
handles personnel problems.

Hospital corpsmcn, who will 
mark the 67th anniversary of the 
founding of their corps on 17 June, 
were first known as “loblolly boys” 
—loblolly being a kind of gruel 
served to the sick. They have since 
been known as “nurse (male).” 
“bayman,” “surgeon’s stewards,” 
and “pharmacist’s mates.”

CDR Schwab has traveled fai 
Since he reported to boot camp in 
San Diego in 1938. His steady 
climb up the ladder of success was 
halted only once—when he was 
captured on Guam and interned in 
a Japanese prison camp for nearly 
! 'i four years. 

At the cessation of hostilities 
the commander (then Pharma¬ 
cist’s Mate First) happily carried 
out orders to report to USNH, Se¬ 
attle, near his family home and 
that of .the girl who five months 
later became his wife.

During World War 1, the reputation of the^ Hos- 
Dital Corps for performance of duty, especially 
the field with the Marine Corps, was greatly en- 
hanced Many of the members were cited for valor 
and performance of duly under fire by both the 

United States and France. 

Between World War I and World War II the 

Hospital Corps became one of the 
Corps of the Military Service. During, W orld War 
II women were first brought into the Corps. On 12 
January 1944 the first Hospital Corps School for 
WAVES was commissioned at USNH. Bethesda. 

The present name—Hospital Corpsman was 
adopted in 1948 and at that time, the red cross, so 
long familiar, was changed to the caduceus. 

The Corps has a record unequalled anywhere, 

an in Korea! members of the Corps, individually and collectively, added 
a brilliant chapter to Hospital Corps history. During the Inchon-Seou 
operations. Medical Units attached to the First Marine Division cared 
for 2.844 casualties during the period from 15 September to * October 
1950. Corpsmen were saving lives on the beaches and were at the fore¬ 
front of all fighting as the Marines stormed in. 

They performed on-the-spot emergency medical care and first aid 
treatment—as Secretary of the Navy Forrestal described it in his com¬ 
mendation to the Corps—‘‘while shell fragments ripped clothing from 
their bodies and shattered plasma bottles in their hands.” 

Another great tribute to the Corps is the fact that of the 15 Con¬ 
gressional Medals of Honor awarded to Navy men in WW1I, seven were 
bestowed upon Hospital Corpsmen. During the Korean Conflict. 5 of 
the 7 Congressional Medals of Honor awarded to Navy men were earned 
by Hospital Corpsmen. 

Lest the impression be left that Corpsmen distinguish themselves 
only in time of war and disaster, it should be added that their role in 
“quiet times” is equally illustrious. They serve around the world in 
every type of work in Naval Hospitals. The> serve aboard ships of the 
fleet, where thev often are doctor, nurse AND corpsman.

Marine, Vietnam Vet 
Receives Purple Heart 

PFC Leslie E. Williams. USMC, 
of Mountain Home, Idaho, re¬ 
ceived the Purple Heart Medal 
Saturday for wounds incurred in 
Vietnam on 25 April. 

“We were on night patrol in an 
area about 70 miles outside Da 
Nang when the Viet Cong came 
through our perimeter, shooting 
and throwing grenades. The skir¬ 
mish was over in two or three min¬ 
utes, but two of our men were 
killed. I was one of four wounded. 

I had been in Vietnam just two 
weeks,” the young Marine re¬ 
ported. 

Williams was picked up by heli¬ 
copter and treated at the medical 
installation at Da Nang. He under¬ 
went surgery again in Okinawa 
and since his arrival here 14 May 
has had two operations. 

Two bullets hit him, one causing 
internal injuries as it entered his 
abdomen and emerged from his 
right hip. The other passed 
through both legs, miraculously 
bypassing bones and arteries. Wil¬ 
liams is due for more surgery in 
a week or ten days, but his doctors 
report that he is making good 
progress toward recovery.

Through New Exam From USAFI

work experiences, and may wish to 
take courses in areas in which you 
can demonstrate your competence. 
The purpose of the Comprehensive 
College Tests, which were con¬ 
structed and standardized nation¬ 
ally by the Educational Testing 
Service, is to provide colleges and 
universities with a useful, flexible 
program of achievement testing 
designed to meet the needs of 
qualified adults who wish to con¬ 
tinue their education at a level 
consistent with their abilities, or 
who wish to meet licensing re¬ 
quirements or qualify for better 
positions. 

The General Comprehensive Col¬ 
lege Testing Program consists of a 
battery of five tests designed to 
provide a comprehensive measure 
of undergraduate achievement in 
the five basic areas of the liberal 
arts: i.e. English Composition, the 
Humanities, Mathematics, Natural 
Sciences and Social Sciences—His¬ 
tory. These tests are administered 
to military personnel on active 
duty in the Armed Forces of the 
United States through the United 
States Armed Forces Institute. 
Madison, Wisconsin at various 
USAFI Testing Sections such as 
this command. 

The “Commission on Accredita¬ 
tion of Service Experiences” has 
prepared the following recommen¬ 
dations on the use of the General 
Examinations and the Subject Ex¬ 
aminations as a guideline for edu¬ 
cational institutions: 

1. That the examinee (you) 
achieve a score at or above 
the 25th percentile on each 
test. 

That six semester hours of 
credit be granted for each 
test, or the amount of credit 
the institution would normal¬ 
ly grant in the areas covered 
by the tests. 

That the total amount of cred¬ 
it granted for satisfactory 
completion of all five tests 
not exceed 30 semester hours 
of credit, or the equivalent of 
one academic year.

The Navy Enlisted Scientific Ed¬ 
ucation Program (NESEP) offers 
qualified, outstanding petty offi¬ 
cers an opportunity to become 
commissioned officers in the regu¬ 
lar Navy. 

This program offers a 4-year un¬ 
interrupted college education lead¬ 
ing to a Baccalaureate Degree in 
an engineering, scientific, or math¬ 
ematical field as approved by the 
Chief of Naval Personnel. Selected 
personnel retain their petty officer 
status while going to college and in 
fact compete for higher rates, as 
do all active duty men or women. 

It becomes apparent that this 
program is a highly competitive 
one when you realize that approxi¬ 
mately 300 candidates are selected 
each year.

(10) meet high standards of 
character, patriotism and sense of 
duty 

These qualifications may seem 
stiff, however, it should be realized 
that these are basic and that al¬ 
lowances are made for previous 
college training, age, and some 
minor offenses, though these must 
be explained. 

The screening period for candi¬ 
dates is between 1 August and 15 
September each year. The dead¬ 
line for all applications to reach 
BUPERS is 1 November and the 
examination is given the 2nd Mon¬ 
day in November.

Child Guidance Clinic Here to Help 
The Troubled Child—and H is Parents 

Since children, like adults, frequently have problems. Oak Knoll’s 
Neuropsychiatry Service conducts a Child Guidance Clinic where dis¬ 
turbed children of active duty armed services personnel may get the 
help they need. 

The clinic, located in Building 54. is open Monday through Friday 
from 0800 to 1630. 

For the past iwo years LCDR William M. Lamers. MC, USNR. has been 
devoting full time to the clinic. Upon his departure this month, his 
duties were taken over by LCDR 
George C. Kaplan, MC. USNR. 

Like Doctor Lamers, Doctor 
Kaplan is a fully qualified child 
psychiatrist. A member of the staff 
of Ml. Zion Hospital and Medical 
Center, San Francisco, he reported 
for active duty at Oak Knoll’s Neu¬ 
ropsychiatry Service a year ago. 

Doctor Kaplan’s chief assistants 
at the Child Guidance Clinic are 
LCDR Frank Barham, MC. USN; 

LCDR E M. Flaherty. MSC, USN, 
clinical psychologist; and Miss 
Helen Cupper, psychiatric social 
worker. 

Children are referred to the 
clinic when a medical officer feels 
that psychiatric or psychological 
studies are indicated or at the re¬ 
quest of the parents. They are also 
referred by school counselors at 
all levels. 

All treatment is on an outpa¬ 
tient basis. 

Each child is thoroughly evalu¬ 
ated so that as little time as pos¬ 
sible is lost in providing the help 
he needs. The social worker han¬ 
dles placement of children who 
need special training, conferring 
regularly with school representa¬ 
tives. 

During the past year, group 
psychotherapy for teen-age chil¬ 
dren and their parents has supple¬ 
mented the doctor-patient in¬ 
terview. Schools have reported

In the center of each 
was a bullet hole! To add to his astonishment, the reporter discovered 
that the “Dead-Eye Dick’’ was a young boy. The boy accepted the re¬ 
porter’s praise with open-mouthed pleasure.' 

Finally the boy confessed: “There wasn’t anything to it. All I did was 
shoot first and draw the circle around the hole afterwards.” This could 
never happen in a military outfit. 

Sincerity is a quality which commands the respect and admiration of 
all for the man who possesses it. The word “sincere” literally means 
“without wax.” The sincere person is one without a covering which hides 
his real self from others. Sincerity, then, is really being true to our¬ 
selves and to others. 

So many of us try to appear what we aren’t to others. We may think 
we are fooling them, but sooner or later the truth will come out. Actually 
we fool no one as much as we fool ourselves. 

If all of us would strive to be honest in little things as well as big, the 
world would be a much happier and a less confused place for everybody.

Family Protection Plan Explained 


A member of the Armed Forces, retired from active duty, receives 
retired or retained pay as long as he lives. However, no part of this pa. 
passes on to his immediate family when he dies. Often the only famib 
protection plan is your insurance or Social Security. This “GAP”, or 
period when the surviving dependents have a much-reduced income 
can be filled by a low-cost insurance plan, backed by the Government. 
The 83rd Congress passed Public Law 239, which has recently been 
amended by Public Law 87-381. This provides a low-cost insurance, i 
specifically designed to fill this 


“GAP” and more. The law was 
formally called the C.O.A. or the 
CONTINGENCY OPTION ACT 
but has been amended and re¬ 
named RETIRED SERVICE¬ 
MAN’S FAMILY PROTECTION 
PLAN. 

This is probably the most mis¬ 
understood law in existence today. 
Because of false interpretation, 
and the BUM DOPE passed on by 
misinformed persons, many have 
not taken advantage of the plan 
and many have been sorry when it 
was too late. The choice of elect¬ 
ing, or not electing options under 
the plan is strictly up to the indi¬ 
vidual and depends upon personal 
circumstances at the time of the 
election. In most cases, taking ad¬ 
vantage of the protection offered 
by the plan would be a wise choice. 
The following four (4) options, or 
elections show how one can choose 
who will receive the payments 
from this plan: 

(a) Wife—Payable until her 
death or remarriage. 

(b) Children—payable until age 
18, if not married or for as long 
as they remain physically or men¬ 
tally disabled if handicapped be¬ 
fore they reach age 18. 

(c) Family—Combines options 
1 & 2. 

(d) Restorative Provision— 
Stops deductions from your retired 
pay if your wife or children die or 
otherwise become ineligible while 
you are still receiving retired pay. 

The cost is determined by: 

(a) The amount of your month¬ 
ly retired pay. 

(b) Age of member, wife, and 
or youngest child. 

(c) Option (s) elected. 

(d) Amount selected for pay¬ 
ment to eligible survivors (V 2 . 

% of reduced retirement or re¬ 
tainer pay).

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THE GOOD WITHIN US ALL 

In days of antiquity, perfume and aromatic oils were important com¬ 
modities. They were used on the person, in the home, in public places 
and in worship. We read of Mary honoring our Lord with expensive 
perfume 

The manufacture of perfume during the Hellenistic days was done in 
a far different manner than today. They did not have chemical and dis¬ 
tillation facilities as we see in France ond othdr places where perfume 
is manufactured Theirs was quite a simple process. 

First, they selected a very fine vegetable or animal oil This oil was 
then heated and while it was still quite hot the chosen fragrant flower 
would be submerged into the hot oil and then raised and left hanging 
over the oil to drip This was done over and over with large quantities 
of that particular flower. The oil was the absorbent base for the flower’s 
aroma The sweet-smelling component of a flower is actually an enzyme 
that is imbedded in a molecule of fat. As these molecules are broken the 
aroma pervades and is detected by one’s nostrils The hot oil breaks 
down the molecules and captures the pleasant aroma of the flower. 
After the oil becomes saturated with the flower’s sweet-smelling aroma 
it is no longer a simple oil—but a perfume. It has been transformed 
from a raw product to a fine cosmetic. 

We, as God’s children, have to be transformed from somewhat of a 
raw product. Man’s nature tends to seek pleasure without controls. The 
one thing that distinguishes a child of God above all else is his control 
of drives. “Be still and know that I am God.” Psalm 46:10. 

Every person has the potential of being all that God expects. Wc are 
like the molecule within the flower. We need to be broken open before 
God’s goodness is detected in us. We must yield our minds to God in 
total submission before we are able to fulfill God’s will. Let us do this 
and become obedient children regardless of the cost. In so doing, we 
will be as an aromatic perfume—our actions will reflect the spirit of 
Christ in all that we do.

There is an occupational hazard 
that seems to be peculiar to most 
librarians; it comes in the form of 
a recurring nightmare in which 
there are long lines of people 
waiting at the charge desk de¬ 
manding copies of James Miche- 
ner’s THE SOURCE and MAKING 
OF THE PRESIDENT 1964 (or 
THE GRAPES OF WRATH or 
THE GROUP depending on the 
year and what is currently topping 
the best seller list). In fact, one 
librarian affectionately remem¬ 
bered from my early professional 
years, thought savagely at times of 
tossing out her entire book collec¬ 
tion and substituting instead five 
thousand copies of GONE WITH 
THE WIND. 

Strangely, and it may come as a 
shock to some people, other mem¬ 
orable books are being written and 
published that never come within 
shouting distance of the best seller 
list, while some that top the list 
for months on end were very badly 
received by the critics. THE 
SOURCE, although it was glowing¬ 
ly reviewed by The Saturday Re¬ 
view, received unfavorable notices 
from nearly all critics. The books 
of Leon Uris have been almost uni¬ 
formly panned by the book review¬ 
ers and have still managed a long 
and happy life in the company of 
the top ten. 

But what of Kazantzakis, of 
whom one reviewer has said ‘ THE 
ODYSSEY. A MODERN SEQUEL 
was gleaming red gold, ZORBA 
THE GREEK was silver, a mirror 
held up to a truly natural man. 
But his posthumous autobiography 
is water. It will quench innumer¬ 
able thirsts while awakening as 
many new and stranged thirsts.’' 
What of Paul Horgan, with his 
substantial and well-documented 
histories of the southwest, his 
monumental novel THE DISTANT 
TRUMPET and his more recent 
sensitive and charming THINGS 
AS THE ARE? And what of Isaac 
Singer, Shirley Ann Grau, John 
Updike, Ruth Moore, and Patrick 
White? It is true that time will find 
these books standing side by side 
with EXODUS, THE GROUP and 
SHIP OF FOOLS equally ignored 
in favor of what is currently head¬ 
ing future lists of best sellers. And 
perhaps time is the only ultimate 
judge, and what is good will re¬ 
main and what is bad will disap¬ 
pear. 

But it is refreshing sometimes 
to work with children, who choose 
books entirely on their own merit, 
choosing only the book that 
pleases them without regard for 
what the other kids in the nursery 
school are reading.

A group of businessmen seated about a luncheon table were dis¬ 
cussing honesty. To one of the men came the question: “Would you 
continue as the officer of a company that carried out an involved trans¬ 
action, within the letter of the law but still slightly dishonest, if such 
a transaction would result in a net profit of five million dollars?” After 
a moment of thought the man answered, “I probably would. It would 
not be good business to reject such a transaction, as long as it was legal.” 

The questioner now had another query. “Would you steal a nickel 
from a child?” “Of course not,” the man reacted angrily. “What do you 
think I am ... a thief?” What the businessman did not realize was 
that this fact had already been established, the only uncertainty was 
the price of his honesty—five cents or five million dollars. 

Such an incident illustrated the haziness of much of our thinking 
about basic integrity. Is honesty the best policy? 

No doubt should exist about God’s standards in this area. Both the 
eighth and ninth commandments deal specifically and clearly with the 
matter of honesty, both in the handling of property and in the speaking 
of truth. The real problem does not lie in our understanding of the 
principle involved, but in the practical application of that principle to 
life. 

Life offers a hundred subtle ways to be dishonest, a thousand ways in 
which we can be minor thieves and still maintain respectability. Most 
of us are not tempted to commit armed robbery or perjure ourselves on 
the witness stand. Rather, the area of weakness is that of a myriad of 
borderline decisions. We so often “preach” honesty on the one hand, 
and practice dishonesty on the other. This leads to moral frustration. 

Honesty is the best policy because it is the only standard consistent 
with the nature and commandments of God. If we are true to God. then 
honesty, trustworthiness, and integrity will be component parts of our 
conduct—in every area of our life.

The President, in laying down the ground rules for his across-the- 
board cost-cutting program, cited the Defense Department’s Cost Re¬ 
duction Program as an excellent example of what can be done to trim 
government spending.

In fact, President Johnson noted, our military strength has continued 
to mount. Without the record savings achieved by the Defense Depart¬ 
ment in the last four years, the President added, we would be ill- 
equipped to meet the situation we have encountered in Viet Nam or the 
many other world-wide commitments we have in the cause of peace 
and freedom. 

But, despite the President’s 
praise and our excellent record, 
we can’t afford to relax our efforts. 

The President pointed out that 
controlling waste is like bailing 
out a boat — you’ve got to keep 
at it.

LET'S TIGHTEN OUR BELTS 

(A message from the Commanding Officer) 

ul of us know that the Viet Nam situation is serious. Some of us 
may not realize its impact on our local operation. We have been 
calied upon over the past few months to send a number of doctors 
and corpsmen to that area. We will be called upon to send more in 
the near future. Replacements will be few since all other activities 
have been affected as well. Through the generosity of the USS RE¬ 
POSE command, we have obtained valuable temporary assistance 
from their crew. This will soon end. Where will this leave us? Short- 
handed. What do we do about it? Take another notch in our belts and 
If keep plugging! 

Our personnel shortage is not the only problem. Largely due to the 
Viet Nam crisis, our workload has increased. That is as it should be. 
. This is fulfilling our mission. In addition, we must make immediate 
plans to move oiir Orthopedic Service and Baggage Room to new 
•* quarters in order to begin construction of our new hospital. Will all 
I * his affect our ability to perform our basic mission? Not if we can 
prevent it—but we will need the help of every officer, enlisted man 
and woman, and of every civilian on our staff to keep our heads above 
water. 

What are some ways we can still get the job done? Why not look 
j over your operation, big or small, to see if there is anything you can 
^eliminate or reduce. Many of us have become accustomed to operating 
with a full staff and have understandably attempted to provide the 
broadest type of service. 

Perhaps in many areas there is some job that can be trimmed—a 
few frills that can be temporarily abolished. Examples might be 
fewer and shorter coffee breaks, taking leave only when absolutely 
necessary, beating the traffic by leaving after the big rush instead of 
before. Cooperation in this regard might well mean the difference 
between success and failure in performing our jobs and preclude the 
• necessity for port and starboard watches, excessive overtime, elim¬ 
ination of certain services now rendered and even the closing of some 
clinics and wards. 

We know that our military and civilian staff will cooperate in every 
respect. We had proof of that just the other day when fire threatened 
the hospital. Your response was terrific. Everyone pitched in and 
helped. We know that you will do the same now even if more work 
and increased effort are required. All of us want to support our 
shipmates in Viet Nam. With your help we can—and will—do it.

Since its establishment in 1947 Oak Knoll’s clinical research facility 
has changed its name and its aims from time to time; but one feature 
has remained constant—its Technical Publications Editor (Medical 
Science), Mrs. M. F. JACK. 


For 18 years “Mullie” has 
pounded away at her typewriter 
in 46A, stopping to decipher doc¬ 
tors’ penmanship and spelling, add 
proper footnotes, title pages, ac¬ 
knowledgments, making each ar¬ 
ticle conform to the format and 
style required by the journal to 
which it was to be submitted. 

When Mrs. Jack retired this 
week upon suddenly reaching the 
age of 70, Admiral Cokely noted 
that she had submitted profession¬ 
al papers to more than 96 different 
scientific journals and distributed 
6,000 reprints requested by doc¬ 
tors in all parts of the United 
States and 59 foreign countries.

A little girl had been praying for a bicycle for some time without get¬ 
ting it. Her uncle, who did not believe in the value of prayer, said to her:

Military Doctor Immune From Suit 


WASHINGTON—A military 
doctor acting in line of duty is im¬ 
mune from a suit for medical mal¬ 
practice, a federal court recently 
ruled. 

The civil case is cited in a Judge 
Advocate General publication, 
Pam 27-65-14, which regularly 
summarizes current developments 
affecting military law. 

In the malpractice suit decided 
by the federal district court, an 
Army enlisted man brought action 
against two Army surgeons for 
leaving surgical sutures in the kid¬ 
ney area during an operation 
which led to a second operation for 
the removal of a kidney. 

The court dismissed the action, 
reasoning that while the Army 
Medical Corps performs a service 
function, it performs a command 
function as well over all military 
personnel admitted to its facilities. 
In this case, it was found, the op¬ 
erations were performed in the 
line of duty. 


“It is not yet within the Amen 
can legal concept,” the court opin¬ 
ion said, “that one soldier may sue 
another for negligent acts per 
formed in the line of duty.” 

The reason for the rule, it was 
indicated, is that- if one servlet 
member could sue another ove« 
the performance of one man s nnF 
itary duty, it would lead to an un¬ 
dermining of discipline. (Take®

Notes From Education and Training: 

Family Survivors' Benefits 


“Security” is a word often used 
by Navymen when speaking of re¬ 
tirement, but how about security 
for our loved ones? What would 
your family do, should something 
happen to you? Funeral expenses 
—bills—medical care—who would 
provide for them? 

You should know that, as a Navy 
man, in case of death in the line of 
duty, your family’s security will be 
provided for by the United States 
Government. It is not necessary to 
know the red tape involved in case 
of your death: however, in the fol¬ 
lowing paragraphs we will discuss, 
in brief, events as they occur in 
relation to survivors (widow and/¬ 
or children). 

1. The NOK (next of kin) will 
be notified immediately by 
the Navy in the event of your 
death. 


Fire Chief Sez 

A major refinery recently ad¬ 
vised all of its personnel that very 
few manufacturers are producing 
containers to take or transfer gaso¬ 
line with safety and NOT to put 
gasoline in PLASTIC CANS. 

Metal jerry cans were used ex¬ 
tensively for carrying water, vari¬ 
ous liquids and gasoline by mili¬ 
tary personnel during the war. 
Most jeeps and trucks carried at 
least one with them all the time. 
Now, colorful replicas of these 
popular cans are being made of 
plastic and unfortunately, many 
are being used for carrying gaso¬ 
line. 

The possible danger in using 
plastic jerry cans was revealed by 
technologists who said that at 
temperatures ranging from 140 to 
150 degrees Fahrenheit, gasoline 
will chew up low-density plastic 
with ease, especially in thin sec¬ 
tions. 

Heat in the trunk of a car or in 
the covered bow of an outboard 
boat can easily reach those tem¬ 
peratures on a hot day. These are 
just two relative examples where 
explosions could occur or a fiery 
blaze start that could most certain¬ 
ly result in another tragedy. 

“Don’t take chances with plastic 
containers,” good advise from 
those who know—the refinery peo¬ 
ple. 


2. Within 24 hours, a Casualty 
Assistance Calls Officer 
(CACO) will call on the wife 
of the deceased to counsel 
her on funeral arrangements 
and financial matters. The 
Navy will defray all or part of 
a Navy man’s burial expense 
depending on the type of ar¬ 
rangements made. Burial in 
a National Cemetery is a 
privilege of all Navy men 
whose service has been hon¬ 
orable. 

3. The CACO will arrange for 
the payment of death gratuity. 
This gratuity is equal to six 
(6) times your Base Pay (not 
less than $800 or more than 
$3000) and is paid immedi¬ 
ately, as is any unpaid pay 
and allowances (arrears in 
pay). 

4. Government transportation is 

furnished to a place of your 
wife’s choice for her and your 
dependents. 

5. Shipment of Household 
Effects from the Navy man’s 
last duty station. 

6. DICOMP (Dependency and 
Indemnity Compensation) en¬ 
titles your surviving widow to 
$120 a month plus 12% of 
your base pay until she re¬ 
marries. If there is no eligible 
widow, your children are en¬ 
titled to compensation. 

7. Surviving widows are also en¬ 
titled to (a) medical care, (b) 
commissary and (c) ex¬ 
change privileges. 

8. Social Security Departments 
should be notified by the 
widow as dependent children 
are most likely entitled to 
compensation. 

The above items have been out¬ 
lined in general detail only. May 
we suggest you read “Rights and 
Benefits” NAVPERS 15885-B, 
available at your Career Counsel¬ 
ing Office, Building 25A. 

The mature approach to the un¬ 
pleasant facets of life is discussion 
and knowledge. Let “mamma” 
know what her rights are under 
the Survivor's Benefits program, 
keep your 601-2 (Emergency Data 
Sheet) up to date—i.e. insurance 
and beneficiary. For more infor¬ 
mation see your Career Counselor.

Drivers Beware 

Several new laws for California 
motorists went into effect 17 Sep¬ 
tember; among them two measures 
aimed at the slowpoke driver. 

Unless he is traveling in the far 
right-hand lane, a driver can now 
be cited for less-than-normal speed 
on a freeway. 

On a two-lane road, the driver 
holding up five or more cars be¬ 
hind him must pull to the side at 
the first safe turnout and allow the 
others to pass. 

Another ruling affects pedestri¬ 
ans. who now break the law when 
they step suddenly off a curb into 
the path of a vehicle that is haz¬ 
ardously near. 

Recut or regrooved tires were 
declared illegal. Recapped tires re¬ 
main legal. 

The speed limit vvas raised from 
45 to 50 miles per hour for school 
and farm labor buses and for cer¬ 
tain trucks. 

It was made illegal to ride in 
trailer coaches. 

The distance for lowering head¬ 
lights when following another ve¬ 
hicle was increased from 200 to 
300 feet. 

Three moves were made to pre¬ 
vent minors from driving under 
the influence of alcohol. Among 
other penalties, the underage driv¬ 
er may now have a car in his name 
impounded for up to 30 days if he 
is convicted of drunk driving. It is 
now illegal for a minor even to car¬ 
ry alcoholic beverages in a vehicle 
unless he is accompanied by a par¬ 
ent or legal guardian or drives for 
a licensed liquor purveyor. 

The most telling measure against 
juvenile driving will probably be 
the new way of photographing 
minors for their driver’s licenses. 
Anyone under 21 will be photo¬ 
graphed in profile rather than full 
face. This will permit bartenders 
and liquor store clerks to spot un¬ 
derage customers at a glance if a 
falsified driver’s license is sub¬ 
mitted as proof of age. Minors may 
obtain the customary- full-face 
photo on their licenses bv pavin’ 
$1 at age 21. P

ALIENS MUST REPORT ADDRESSES IN JANUARY—The Immi¬ 
gration and Nationality Act requires all aliens in the U.S. and its terri¬ 
tories to report their addresses to the U.S. Attorney General during 
January. Cards for the report are available at U.S. post offices in January 
and at Immigration and Naturalization Service Offices on a permanent 
basis. Serious penalties for willful failure to submit the report will be 
imposed upon violators. . . . SERVICEMEN ADVISED TO PAY POLL 
TAXES—If you are from Texas or Alabama and intend to vote in 1966 
elections, you must pay your poll tax or be considered ineligible. . . . 
EM’s CAUTIONED ON ID CARDS—Navy and Marine Corps Officials 
have cautioned enlisted men whose enlistments have been involuntarily 
extended to get new ID cards with a revised expiration date. Otherwise, 
they point out, the extended serviceman may find himself unjustly de¬ 
nied the use of exchanges and commissaries, or he may be turned down 

when trying to cash a check_ NEW OFFICERS’ COLLEGE-DEGREE

CAPT Sidney L. Arje, Executive Officer, will introduce the 
speakers. 


Climax of the ceremony will be the turning of the first spade¬ 
ful of earth by S/SGT Raymond I. Thibodeaux of New Orleans, 
La., and Ward 79B.

THE NEW HOSPITAL 

f 

The new Oakland Naval Hospital will fulfill a dream of more than two de¬ 
cades, for even during World War II, a permanent hospital was a frequent 
subject for discussion. 

Every doctor, nurse, corpsman, and civilian staff memlter assigned here has 
wanted for Oak Knoll a building worthy of its achievements in the fields of 
patient care, training, and research. Today, with the turning of the first shovel 
of earth, the goal so long sought is at last assured. 

The new Oak Knoll will be a nine-story, 650-bed hospital with 452,800 square 
feet of floor space. Estimated cost of construction is $14,500,000. 

The building will be fire-resistant, with a frame of reinforced concrete and. 
walls of precast concrete panels. 

The four lower floors will contain all outpatient clinics and diagnostic and 
treatment facilities which serve both outpatients and ambulatory inpatients. 

These four floors will also contain the main lobby, various administrative 
functions, and food services. 

The five upper floors will contain all inpatient nursing units. 

, 

On the top floor the Clinical Investigation Center will adjoin the Medical 
Service with which its research is closely associated. 

Air conditioning and oxygen and suction apparatus will be built in where 
needed. There will be a central dictating system, nurses’ audio-visual call sys¬ 
tem for communication between patient and nurse, and a doctors' paging system. 

AM and FM radio system outlets and speakers will be installed in each bed- • 
room, and TV antennae provided in wards and recreation areas. 

A number of buildings now in use will continue to serve, with replacement 
planned as the years go on. These are the chapel, officers' club, chief petty offi¬ 
cers’ and enlisted men’s clubs, Hospital Corps quarters, bachelor officers’ quar¬ 
ters, community service building, bowling center, swimming pool, power house, 
laundry, fire house, maintenance shops, and storage buildings. 

Plans include parking areas with 700 spaces for patient, staff, and visitors’ 
cars and concrete walks connecting the new hospital with buildings to be 
retained.

The new building is scheduled for completion in early 1968. There will be no 
interruption in patient care during the building period.

HISTORICAL NOTES 


On 7 December 1941 Oak Knoll was a peaceful golf and country club nestled 
in the foothills of East Oakland. 

People in the community little realized what a change \^as to occur in the 
months following the enemy attack on Pearl Harbor. 

The first casualties from that attack arrived at the old Mare Island Naval 
Hospital on Christmas Day, 1941. Subsequent drafts of patients received there 
and at San Diego and Bremerton. Wash., created such a strain on their capacity 
that the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery realized additional facilities on the 
West Coast were of paramount importance. 

In February 1942 the Navy purchased the property on which the Oak Knoll 
Country Club was located, and construction of six “temporary” buildings was 
soon underway. 

The hospital was commissioned 1 July 1942, with six ward buildings and 204 
beds ready for occupancy. 

Construction kept pace with developments in the Pacific, and in 1945 at the 
climax of the war, Oak Knoll was caring for more than 6.000 patients. It had a 
military and civilian staff of approximately 3,000. There were 135 buildings 
including the chapel, auditorium and navy exchange store, library, and a few 
quarters for staff. The swimming pool was built from funds raised at a down¬ 
town Oakland dance arranged by Kay Kayser and his popular College of 
Musical Knowledge.

Celebrities from the entertainment world came to cheer the patients. Muni¬ 
cipal organizations, nurserymen, and garden clubs donated trees to beautify the 
landscape. Organizations and individuals gave parties, brought bedside radios, 
record players, and books for the library to boost the patients’ morale. 

With demobilization the population declined, only to rise again during the 
Korean War when the average patient census was 2,500. 

A major development in the hospital’s history came in 1950 when the Navy s 
Xeuropsychiatric and Amputee Center were moved here from Mare Island 
when that hospital was reduced to 50-bed dispensary status. 

Today Oak Knoll is treating approximately 650 patients, more than 50 of them 
casualties from Vietnam. More than 18,000 are treated as outpatients each 
month. On the staff are approximately 1300 military and civilian employees. 

More than 100 civilian consultants assist with the training program.

Members of the Armed Forces 
can receive social security eh i 
and their regular pay while 
awaiting disability retirement or-

Anyone who has a disabili y 
which is severe enough to prevent 
him from doing any kind of work 
and which won’t improve, and has 
worked under social security for 5 
out of the 10 years before he be¬ 
came disabled is eligible for a so¬ 
cial security benefit. 

Members of the Armed Forces 
have been paying social security 
taxes since January 1957. 

Anyone who has been disabled 
for six (6) months should get in 
touch with the nearest Social 
Security Office.

Hospital Earns SecNav Award 
For Industrial Safety 


Oak Knoll has received the Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy Award for 
Achievement in Safety for 1964. 

In his letter accompanying the 
certificate, which hangs in the Ad¬ 
ministration Building passageway, 
Secretary Paul H. Nitze wrote to 
the Commanding Officer:
